The arguments were brought out by 
Mr. Wallace in support of the anplica- 
tion of Western States for a reduction 
in. the rates on grain, gtain products 

The agricultural industry of. the 
United States is passing through. or 
rather is just coming out of, a depres- 
-sion’ which is the geverest ever experi- 
enced,”” Secretary “Vallace said. “ Prices 
on ‘the products-.of farms have been 
lower during previous depressions, but 
they have never been so low when com- 
pared to the-price of things which 
farmers buy. I do not wish to say that 
increased freight rates are responsible 
for the farmers’ condition, but they do 
add an additional burden. 


“While agriculture as a whole is bet- 
ter off than it was a year ago in the 
territory covered by this case, the grain 
and hay producing sections of the West, 
conditions are not good. If the rates 
stay as they are.at present there will 
be a profound readjustment in agricul- 
ture and industry of this, country. It 
will be, for instance, the effort of all 
the Hastern States_to increase produc- 
tion of these coarser grains and hay in 
their own territory, rather than fo take 
‘them from producing areas th the 
West.” 

“‘TIsn’t there a tendéncy under in- 
creased general rates td force the pro- 
Guetion of things which farmers use at 
Western peints closer to the consumers

The uirement 
is for 800,000 squ&re feet: "The site is 


owned ‘by the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
is said to, be available at $200,000. We 
do not have definite information as to 
the cost of the proposed structure, but 
it-is generally estimated at around, $6,- 
000,000. ‘The average rental for such a 
building by the lowest bidders is aj- 
proximately $1,000,000 per year. While 
these bids contain various options for 
purchase, there is no legislation by which 
such purchase could be made effective. 
The department has approved of ‘plans 
and specifications, but has declined to 
enter into any contract for a lease of 
this proposed building until Congress /|c 
shall have acted in the matter.”’

NO MORAL DISARMAMENT.’ 
_Another conference on the limitation 


of ‘delegates of the Eastern European 
States, -c ked in Moscow by the 
elas OR breken up without do- 
ing anything, though many noble sen- 
timents were expressed. - Responsibil- 
ity for the failure se¢éms to be shared 
by most of the participants. The Rus- 
stuns started off by proposing to cut 
down their army. to 200,000 men if the 
other States would make proportionate 
reductions. “This, according to Rus- 
sian figures, meant a cut of 75 per 
cent.; that is, they. placed the present 
strength of their own army at about 
800,000." 

That is probably not far wrong, if 
wrong at all, as an/estimate of the 
Russian field army, though a much 
larger number is on the rolls. Some 
of the smaller nations, which by such 
a sweeping reduction would have been 
left with armies' hardly sufficient for 
local police work, seém to have qués- 
tioned this figure. The Russians re- 
taliated by accusing the Poles of hav- 
ing 2 hundred thousand more’ men un- 
der arms‘than their official statements 
Showed. This is curious, since one of 
the complaints heard in Polish internal 
politics has been that the War Depart- 
ment -was drawing money for many 
more men than were actually in the 
‘army: However, this was not the 
stumbling block. ‘The smailer “States 
wanted all the participating’ Powers to 


Tbefore talking about reducing their 
armies; the Russians wanted to reduce 
first and/talk.about moral disarma- 
ment afterward. m1 

Obviously, evén such an extensive 
country as Russia could do more witn 
an army of 200,000 men than could {8 
Latvia or Esthonia with four or five 
thousand. Before cutting théir. mili- 
tary establishments to: that point the 
Baltic States wanted guarantees that 
their tiny armies would not immedi- 
ately have to face Communist~ riots 
supported by Russian money. Neither 
side would give way; so the conference 
broke up. 

The situation which: made the con- 
ference possible, however, still exists.

Wurope—ineluding Poland and Ru- 
mania—wants'or can afford a war with 
Russia..° And apparently at this. mo- 
ment Russia does not want a war with 
any of them. ~The principal reason 
for the reduction of the Red Army 
seems“to be that it is hard to#feed.

There are reasons for gratification 
at the* way in which .contributions: (are 
coming~ in: for thé Hundred Neediest 
Cases. - The “total is somewhat above 
that for ‘the corresponding’ period ‘last 
year, andthe entire amount asked’ for" 
will urffoubtedly be secured in due 
timé, But it is a cause of regret that 
a@ greater number. of persons are not 
adding even sniall sums to this fund.

THEATRE TICKET, SPECULATION. 

Once more the long-standing nui- 
sanee of the speculator -in theatre 
tickets has béen attacked, this time 
by the Producing Managers’ Associa- 
tion. The managers admit that the 
public lias been irritated and made 
resentful by jhe methods of selling 
tickets at présent-in vogue, and put 
forth what they believe to be a com- 
plete remedy. The plan is-to have all 
theatre tickegs; sold at a ’ central 
agency, with various branches in the 
city and suburbs, the price being 
fixed at only 10 cents a. ticket .above 
the charge at the box offices of the. 
theatres. This-effort to do away. with 
an. evil which it has been attempted 
in various’ ways to abate for years 
past; but which nevertheless continues 
to flourish,. is 6f course to be com- 
mended.

ROWDYISM. WITH A PURPOSE. 

It is probable that the disorderly ‘be- 
havior of members of the Labor Party 
in the House of Commons means more 
than studied impoliteness or uproari- 
ous. spirits.  More* than a year ago 
LENIN advised some visiting English 
Communists to get themselves elected 
to Parliament and then make violent 
sceries on the floor of the House. They 
were to pay no attention to well-be- 
haved Labor leaders like Mr. Henpzr- 
SON or Mr. THoMAs, but were to go 
in’ for rough-house methods that would 
tend to bring Parliament -into. disre- 
pute. In that way, it.is obvious ahat 
the Russian Dictator thought his Eng- 
lish disciples might get rid of an ef- 
fete institutioh and bring in the régime 
of direct action by the proletariat. 

England is about the most unpromis- 
ing country in the world upon which 
to try such an experimént. The Eng- 
lish. have a long. experience of ‘rude- 
ness in politics. They see their public 
meetings broken up without a thought 
of appealing for police protection. 
They endure interruptions and heck- 
ling with the. utmost good nature. 
They are very good at swallowing bit- 
ter epithets, on public occasions, with- 
out making a wry face. And they are 
sure to look with more amusement 
than apprehension upon the attempts 
of. certain; Labor members to turn the 
House of Commons into a bear gar- 
den. When the ‘time comes the 
Speaker -will compel recognition of the 
proprieties and obedience to the rules 
of the House.. The other parties will 
let the infuriated Laborites thunder 
by, and -wait patiently for the artifi- 
cial tempest to subside so that the 
public business can be transacted.

BUST OF ELWES UNVEILED. 


Americans’ Memorial of English 
Singer Placed In London Hall. 


By Wireless to THs New YorxK Times. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—In memory of Ger- 
vase Elwes, the famous English ,singer 
who was killed last year at Boston, a 
bust given by the sculptor, Miss Malkina 
Hoffman and other American friends, 
was unveiled this afternoon by. Lady 
Lee of Fareham, in Queens Hall, where 
Elwes had often sung. 

The bust.stands in a niche ‘at the back 
of the grand circle. Over it is the in- 
scription: °‘ With <his whole heart he 
sang songs and loved Him that made 
him.”’ Beneath is another inscription 


telling oo it rg American tribute to 
an English artis 

Lord Shaftesbury presided over the 
large gathering of Elwes’s admirers, and 
a choir of 150 sang. Bach’ 5 _ chorale, 
** Just Joy of Man’s Desiring. 

Lord Shaftesbury aaeerined: iis Miss 
Hoffman, a pupil of. Rodin, hearing of 
Lady Winfried Elmes’s at desire to 
nave a permanent memorial of her hus- 
band, volunteered ‘to. execute bis bust. 
He called. Lady Lee and, standing in 
front of the mremorial, she a: 

‘As an American by birth and; I am 
proud to say; a friend of Gervase Elwes, 
1 feel justly proud of the honor of hav- 
ing been asked to unveil this Amertean 
tribute to a- gifted Englishman who, by 
the-rare and spiritual quality.of his art 
and even more, perhaps, by” what he 
was, did so much in the short time he 
was in America not only to charm all 
lovers of. fine music but to create a new 
bond of sympathy between the peoples 
of our two countries.’’ 

As the covering fell from the bust, 
she adtied:
